Its 150th Anniversary

way from New York to Philadelphia, 
stopped in Bristol and preached to the 
people assembled under a tree that 
stood on the lot upon which the old 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
now 
Trades Hall on Wood street, was sub­ 
sequently erected. 
On a later occasion, while on a visit 
to Burlington. N*. J., Captain Webb 
crossed the river, and preached to the 
people in his regimentals, he being an 
officer in the British army. William 
Dougherty organized a class of ll per­ 
sons, among whom were Mary Connor; 
Francis Stackhouse, his wife Priscilla; 
Richard Gosline, his wife, Mary; Job 
Stackhouse, his wife, Rebecca; William 
Kinsey, his wife, Catherine; Joseph 
Stackhouse, and his wife. Public meet­ 
ings were held in the upper room of the 
old court house building on Cedar 
street, and prayer and class meetings 
were held in private houses until the 
year 1802. 
The society 
having increased 
in 
numbers, it was found necessary to 
have a larger and more convenient 
place to hold meetings, and it was de­ 
cided to build a place of worship. Mary 
Connor was authorized to solicit funds. 
Her efforts justly entitled her found­ 
ing the church. 
The ground upon 
which Webb preached his first sermon 
was 
purchased 
of 
Colonel 
Joseph 
Clunn, and Mary his wife, for the sum 
of 25 pounds. Material was collected, 
and money placed in the hands of the 
treasurer, but he defaulted. 
He had 
spent the money and could not replace 
it, according to the historical data 
handed down in connection with the 
church. 
He was dealt with and ex­ 
pelled, and this was a sad blow to the 
society, many being discouraged and 
ready to give up the project. 
Mary 
Connor, however, persisted. She suc­ 
ceeded in raising sufficient money to 
build a brick church, 24x40 feet, one 
story high. Tile church was finished 
in 1803, and dedicated by the Rev. 
Harry Buchin, and was free of debt 
There was preaching on evenings bi­ 
weekly. In 1825, with Edward Stout 
and Samuel Grace preaching, many 
joined the church. In 1827 a revival 
occurred, and 70 people were convert­ 
ed, and affiliated with the church 
among whom was the late William 
Kinsey, grandson of one of the early I 
founders of the church. Through the 1 
efforts of Mary Ann Johnson the sum i 
of $600 was raised, and a 20 foot addi­ 
tion was added to the edifice. The pul­ 
i' I’ was supplied on Sunday mornings 
by the association of local preachers 
of Philadelphia.
